A group of jumbos have apeared among our uncontrolled crosses, 
the like of which we have not seen in other gardens we have 
visited. We are not sure of the parentage of these giants but 
strongly suspect our “Lafayette”, an extra broad segment gold, 
“George Yeld” and “Mamie Lake’. We will indicate these big 
fellows as (Jumbo). 


1. BROWN BILLOWS — a huge two-toned 7°” to 8” flower 
with broad gold sepals and brown petals, ribbed gold.
